GOODLY ATTENDANCE OUT TO HEAR 

BUSINESS OF STUDENTS' SOCIETY 

DISCUSSED AT ANNUAL MEETING 



R. L. Hamilton and Other Newly Elected Officers Installed — Reports Received — 
Society Expects to Show Deficit — Union is Weak Point in Budget — Appre- 
ciation Shown R.V.C. Support by Decision to Present Co-ed Basketball Trophy 



The annual meeting of the Stu- 
dents' Society was opened at 10.30 
yesterday morning with jack Cope- 
land in the chair. The numher of 
students present was a considerable 
improvement over the attendance at 
Student Society meetings; during the 
last few years. 

The business brought up was large- 
ly routine work, the outstanding item 
of new business being the decision 
that the '.Students' Society should pre- 
sent a Girla' Basketball Trophy for 
intercollegiate competition. 

The minutes of the meeting held in 
February were read and adopted. 
'•Jimmy" Lalanne then read the esti- 
mated revenue and expenditure of the 
various University organizations un- 
der control of the Students' Council. 
This report is entirely an estimate, 
but. gives a very i'air forecast of the 
annual statement issued in the fall. 
Briefly summarised, the expenditure 
in excess of receipts for athletics has 
been reduced by $2,000 this year, and 
all but four hundred dollars of the ex- 
cess expenditure is covered by the 
universal fee for athletics. The gross 
deficit of the Students' Council is 
$4.888.87. of which the universal fee 
covers all but $1,918. S7. it is expect- 
ed that this net deficit will he reduced 
to one thousand dollars when the final 



statement for the year is prepared, 
based on exact statements from the 
various club;'. The year opened 
with a surplus of over six thousand 
dollars, accumulated largely during the 
war, and this will cover the thousand 
dollar deficit. Due to lack of pat- 
ronage the Union has been the weak 
point in the budget this year. Over 
one thousand dollars lew has been 
spent there on candy and tobacco than 
the year previous. 

The question was raised whether 
the sixteen hundred dollars expended 
on training table was absolutely ne- 
cessary. Hamilton ami Ambridge as- 
sured the meeting that it was, and 
pointed out that McGill provides only 
one meal a day to members of the 
major teams wdio play under unusual 
conditions, -while both Varsity and 
Queens provide three meals daily for 
their teams. 

New business was then considered. 
Hamilton outlined clearly the present 
status of intercollegiate competition 
amongst the co-ed's. The R.V.C. 
basketball and hockey teams are fin- 
anced by the R.V.C. Athletic As- 
sociation entirely. The girls have 
supported the University teams this 
year in a very creditable and very re- 
markable manner, and it is felt that 
a pleasing way of showing the appre- 
ciation of the .student body for the 
girls' enthusiasm would be the pre- 



sentation of a trophy for the girls in- 
tercollegiate basketball scries. The 
motion to this effect was carried unani- 
mously. It is understood that Var- 
sity is presenting a trophy for hockey 
Jack Copeland introduced the new 
president of the Students' .Council, R. 
L. Hamilton, wdio took the chair, ire 
outlined concisely the plans of the 
Council to hold more frequent meet- 
ings of the Students!' Society next 
year in order that the student body 
may be more intimately connected 
with the affairs of the University as 
administered toy the Council. A brief 
mention was made of the improved 
financial report on the Athletic As- 
sociation. Every man on the execu- 
tive had dono his part, as wis evi- 
denced by the realtivc totals of the 
fines imposed by the rntercollegiatc 
Union — McGill, $5; Varsity, $00; and 
Queens, S300. The constitution of 
the Association and the various clubs 
is being completely revised. Over SO 
per cent, of the students engaged in 
competitive athletics this year, t'ue 
largely to the various- interclass and 
interfaculty scries. In all these scries 
not a single complaint has been regis- 
tered with the Athletic Association. 
The "Daily" has co-operated to a 
great extent by giving these scries 
publicity: The girl.-; should he thank- 
ed for the splendid support they had

The cup is to he called the Talbot 
I'apineau .Memorial Cup, in memory of 
one who fell early in ' the war, and 
whose work both at college and after 
leaving gave promise of a most bril- 
liant future. Talbot I'apineau graduat- 
ed from Arts in 1903, ami spent three 
years at Oxford — a McGill Rhodes 
scholar, lie graduated in Law in 1 P0H. 
and practised until the outbreak of the 
war, when he was among lhe first lo 
enlist. It was he who was awarded the 
cup on the occasion of itsimuigiiration 
al the University. 

ft is hoped thai there will be a rep- 
resentative gathering on hand lo settle 
the final business of the Lit for this 
venr.

The fallacy that a man who attains 
goud marks in his studies is incvitabl) 
doomed to he a failure when lie runs up 
against 'the practical competition of the 
cold business world that has long been 
given credence by some undergraduates 
\ Phi Bete is given "up for lost, by stu- 
dying he is neglecting his real education 
What that real cducatou is, none oi 
the cynics can ever say definitely. But 
thoy are none the less positive that it is 
not to be obtained by any serious attcn 
tion to the college curriculum. 

These assertions ha\>o always been 
challenged by educators. Finally, how 
ever, a study of the facts of the case ha 
been made by one fitted for the task 
Dr. Lauriz Void, Professor of Law at 
the (Jnivcrsity of North Dakota — and 
lie has revealed the absurdity of the 
contention, and has shown with direct 
proof that a man's chances for success 
in life arc in direct proportion to the 
thoroughness of his preparation in 
school and college. 

Takng membership in "Who's Who'' 
as one measure of success in life, Dr. 
Void has made a tabulation of the Har- 
vard University men rated in that vol- 
ume during the past 50 years and corre- 
lated that data with their record while 
in college. He finds that of the men 
who led their classes, the valedictorians, 
7.5 per cent had places in Who's Who. 
Of these graduating Snnuna Cum Lande 
there were 43 percent; of tile first 10 
in each class, 41 per cent; of those 
graduating Magna Cum Lau'dc, 20 per- 
cent; Cum Laude, 17 percent. The av- 
erage of all Harvard graduates over a 
half century was 15 percent, and of the, 
men who attained no 'scholastic distinc- 
tion in college only 10 percent were 
found. Here is one group of facts typi- 
cal of the situation. 

Figures speak for themselves. They 
show the indisputable connect ion be- 
tween high marks in college and success 
in later life. They arc but ouc of a set 
of statstics gathered by Dr. Void, all of 
which clearly prove the same contention 
—-that the men who appreciate the value 
of the opportunity offered them in col- 
lege and who take full advantage of it 
ire the. men who attain suecss after 
graduation. 

Wc hold no brief for the "grind" the 
man who considers scholastic, achieve- 
ment the only thing to be sought in col- 
legc. Severely intellectual and logical 
orocesses the "grind's'' specialties, while 
highly useful in later life, by no means 
cover the whole field of possible 
achievement. Failure to recognize that 
limitation is the "grind's" big mistake. 
The contention that t be "grind" is 
!oo unpractical to succeed is true only so 
far as .it is taken to mean that he will 
not achieve as much success as he would 
if he should mix his grinding with some 
of the ordinary human qualities. 

It is worth while to attain good marks 
in college The leaders in college activi- 
ties are usually the men who, in spite 
of their exacting round of extra-curricu- 
lum activities, still find time to accom- 
plish their main purpose— the obtaining 
of an education. And it will also he 
found tliat these men arc able to accom- 
plish as much as they do because they 
have recognized the value of scholastic 
preparation, and have ''given it its de- 
served place in their daily routine. 

There is evidence that appreciation of 
curriculum accomplishment is coming 
to lake rank over the sophisticated alti- 
tude. If one thing appeals tn the prac- 
tical minded college man it is figures. 
Percentages of the Tuck School braird 
show the relation betwen the undergrad- 
uate effort and later performance. The 
point is plain.

SURVEYING BY PLANE 
IN BRITISH COLUMBIA 

The. operations of the Geodetic Sur- 
vey of Canada during the past summer, 
in connection with the selection of sta- 
tions for a primary scheme of triangula- 
tion through the mountains of British 
Columbia, have -met with unprecedented 
success, owing to the introduction of air 
craft into this class of work. 

The cost in time and energy expended 
in the past on primary reconnaissance 
work through very mountainous country 
lias been slow. An example that may In- 
cited was the running- of the boundary 
line separating Alaska from the Yukon. 
This boundary survey took seven years 
to complete, the. field seasons being 
short. The going in and conrir.g out à ! . 
'.he country by the survey parties was 
also a large expense. J f it had been pos- 
sible to make use of the aeroplane at 
that time there is no doubt a large sav- 
ing would have been effected. 

To extract the desired information 
much labour must be expended ; and 
the problem of obtaining figures and the 
investigation of the intcrvisibility o. 
their hues of sight "is not on the board" 
until a number of points controlling a 
view of the country through which the 
sKiTsy is to run, Iravc been scaled. 

Through the mountains of British 
Columbia in some places (as an exam- 
ple, in the valley of the Cbilliwack) this 
is a herculean task, involving a tedious 
jriutl through forest areas heavily cov- 
ered with undergrowth growing up 
b rough a network of fallen timber, and 
tu ascent of anywhere irom three to six 
thousand feci; The information gleaned 
even alter this is vary often imperfect 
As long, however, as the conditions as 
to live strength of figures thus made 
possible by a limited selection do not fail 
la-low what is deemed necessary u; 
primary triangulation work, the cngin- 
it can be readily understood, does 
cot banker m 1er a repetition of the 
performance. 

With the introduction of air craft this 
has all been changed. A minute examin- 
ation of the country is now made pos- 
sible by a series of reconnaissance 
flights, until the observer assures hini- 
scli that he has the best system thai ;he 
country through which he is making the 
Survey wWI permit.

The Alert 
men arc clucking hard and playing 
fasl, Lawtou and A. Spurr starring, 
so that McGill is by no means run- 
ning away from litem.

THREE FELLOWSHIPS 
IN SOCIAL RESEARCH 

Three fellowships in social econo- 
mic research are offered by the Wo- 
men's Educational and Industrial Un- 
ion of Boston. These fellowships 
provide $500 stipend, and expenses of 
travelling or clerical work necessary 
for the investigation, which will prob- 
ably in 1922--M form part of i careful 
survey of gainfully employed women 
in a New England factory town. 

"Good health, an agrecabL manner 
of meeting people, capacity tor accur- 
ate statistical work, and ability to 
write good English," arc the qualifi- 
cations desired. Letters from profes- 
sors who are familiar wilh the work of 
applicants forms the baiis on which 
the appointing committee judges f it— 
ncss. Written reports of the results 
of social or economic research will be 
welcomed by the committee. For the 
past five years the successful candi- 
dates have been graduates with some 
post-graduate training or experience, 
but consideration will be given to ex- 
ceptionally gifted young women who 
will graduate this spring. The re- 
search fellows' arc expected to devote 
their entire •time! for ten months to 
the training given by the Department 
of Research. 

Training is given in the making and 
criticism of schedules, in field work, 
in the construction ami interpretation 
of statistical tables, and in the literary 
vest igat ion ; and two co-operative in- 
vestigation; and two co-opcrtaivc in- 
vestigations will be made by the staff 
of the Research Department. These 
investigations will afford experience in 
all stages of the work required for 
modern co-operative investigations of 
social or economic problems. 

Tin- Department of Research have 
affiliation with colleges, whereby their 
fellow.'.- may obtain degrees on the re- 
search work or the thesis done in the 
Womcus' Educational and Industrial 
Union. 

Applications for these, fellowships 
must be filed before May 1st. Applica- 
tion blanks and information may be ob- 
tained from the department of re- 
search, Women's Educational and In- 
dustrial Union, 264 lioylston Street, 
Boston 17, Mass., U.S.A.

McGill won the Intercollegi- 
ate meet, and also the exhibition re- 
lays held here last October. ' The 
school meet held last April attracted 
500 entrants, and is to be repeated 
this year. The Intercollegiate meet 
will be here next fall. 

Johnson, the president elect of the 
Track Club, thanked the men who 
had elected him.
